Summary 

The  Ministry  of  the  Environment  (MOE)  is  introducing  a  new  pesticide  licensing  system 
and  other  regulatory  changes  to  ensure  responsible  pesticide  use,  with  an  amendment 
to  Regulation  914  under  the  Pesticides  Act. 

The  following  changes  will  help  improve  environmental  and  human  health  protection: 

•  The  pesticide  licensing  system  has  been  restructured  and  simplified  by 
reducing  the  number  of  licence  categones  from  53  to  18,  consistent  with  the 
national  standard  on  pesticide  education,  training  and  certification. 

•  The  educational  component  of  the  pesticide  licensing  system  has  been 
strengthened  to  meet  the  national  standard.   Ridgetown  College,  University  of 
Guelph  will  deliver  the  Ontario  Pesticide  Training  and  Certification  Program 
for  new  exterminators. 

•  A  training  program  on  pesticide  safety  for  unlicensed  assistants  will  be 
introduced  and  managed  by  industry. 

•  Regulatory  requirements  for  the  proper  use  of  pesticides  have  been  clarified 
and  updated  to  reflect  current  technologies. 

These  changes  were  made  following  extensive  public  consultation.   Ministry  proposals 
were  posted  on  the  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  Registry  for  public  comment.   Meetings 
were  held  to  clarify  and  resolve  industry  concerns.   Comments  submitted  in  response  to 
the  ministry's  consultation  paper  Responsive  Environmental  Protection,  released  in  July 
1996,  were  also  considered  in  developing  the  regulatory  amendment. 

The  new  pesticide  licensing  system  will  be  phased  in  beginning  Oct.  1,  1998  and  will  be 
fully  effective  within  five  years.  When  their  current  licences  expire,  operators  and 
vendors  will  apply  for  new  licences  under  the  new  system.  When  their  current  licences 
expire,  about  90  per  cent  of  exterminators  will  be  eligible  for  specified  licences  under 
the  new  system.   Before  licences  expire,  exterminators  will  receive  renewal  notices  and 
other  information  from  the  ministry  to  help  them  apply  for  new  licences. 

The  remaining  10  per  cent  of  exterminators  must  complete  certification  through 
Ridgetown  College  and  obtain  new  licences  under  the  new  system    However,  it  is 
MOE's  intention  to  allow  a  five-year  grace  period  for  those  people  to  complete 
certification.  They  will  be  given  detailed  information  concerning  renewal  of  their 
existing  licence  before  their  licences  expire. 

Regulatory  changes  are  being  phased  in  to  give  the  pesticides  industry  enough  time  to 
comply  with  all  the  requirements.   If  you  have  any  questions  about  the  changes,  call

The  landscape  licence  allows  the  use  of  pesticides  in  a  land 
extermination  on  residential,  recreational,  commercial  and 
public  lands  to: 

•  maintain  turf  and  ornamental  plants; 

•  maintain  ornamental  plants  intended  for  sale: 

•  control  pests  on  the  outside  of  structures  or  buildings  in 
connection  with  landscape  management  (e.g.  spiders, 
earwigs); 

•  control  pests  (eg  adult  mosquitoes,  gypsy  moths,  tent 
caterpillars,  etc  )  in  treed  areas  of  one  hectare  or  less, 

•  maintain  parking  lots,  dnveways,  pathways  or  easements

•  the  use  of  pesticides  in  a  land  extermination  to  control 
pests  associated  with  the  raising  of  livestock  and  poultry 
(including  animals  housed  inside  farm  structures), 

•  the  use  of  phosphine  gas  to  control  groundhogs 

Excludes: 

•  all  other  uses  of  fumigant  gases; 

•  the  use  of  pesticides  in  greenhouses; 

•  the  aerial  application  of  pesticides 

The  aerial  licence  allows: 

•  the  use  of  pesticides  in  a  land  or  water  extermination  when 
apphed  by  airborne  machines

•  within  structures  or  other  enclosed  spaces  (including 
vaults,  greenhouses,  vehicles,  farm  buildings,  silos, 
bins,  etc  ); 

•  associated  with  soil  fumigation  under  a  covering  that 
suppresses  the  release  of  gas, 

and  allows  the  use  of  phosphine  gas  to  control  groundhogs 

Excludes: 

•  the  use  of  pesticides  other  than 
fumigant  gases  and  chloropicrin. 

The  fumigation-commodity  limited  licence  allows: 

•  the  use  of  phosphine  gas  in  a  structural  extermination  to 
control  pests  in  commodities  that  are  in  a  silo,  bin, 
vehicle,  or  other  form  of  sealed  and  secured  container 
(including  a  non-vacuum  vault)  or  under  a  covenng  that 
suppresses  the  release  of  gas; 

•  the  use  of  Schedule  2,  3,  4  and  6  insecticides  for  pests 
associated  with  these  commodities 

Excludes: 

•  the  use  of  other  fumigant  gases; 

•  the  use  of  rodenticides 

The  fumigation-vault  limited  licence  allows: 

•  the  use  of  methyl  bromide,  ethylene  oxide  and  carbon 

Excludes 

•  the  use  of  phosphine  gas. 

The  fumigation-soil  limited  licence  allows 

•  the  use  of  fumigant  gases  and/or  methyl  bromide 
chloropicnn  mixtures  under  a  covenng  that  suppresses 
the  release  of  gas  to  control  pests  in  soil,  greenhouse  soil 
beds  and  nursery  soils 

Excludes 

•  the  use  of  pesticides  other  than 
fumigant  gases  and/or  methyl  bromide 
chloropicnn  mixtures  for  soil 
fumigation

Transfer  of  existing  licences  to  the  new  system 

Most  licence  holders  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  one  or  more  equivalent  licences  under 
the  new  system  as  their  licences  are  renewed  over  the  next  five  years.  After  Sept.  30, 
2003,  current  licences  under  the  existing  system  will  expire.   MOE  will  send  you  a  letter 
well  before  your  licence  expires,  explaining  the  new  licence(s)  you  are  eligible  to  apply 
for  and  what  you  can  do  if  you  are  riot  eligible  for  an  equivalent  licence  under  the  new 
system. 

Operator  licences 

If  you  hold  any  of  the  seven  classes  of  operator  licences,  your  licence  will  become  a 
single  operator  licence  on  the  renewal  date  of  Feb.  15,  1999.  You  will  have  to  pay  a 
fee  and  meet  new  insurance  requirements.  As  of  Feb.  15,  2000,  an  exterminator's 
licence  will  be  required  in  order  to  renew  an  operator's  licence. 

Vendor  licences 

At  the  time  of  licence  renewal,  holders  of  wholesale  or  retail  class  1  or  2  vendor 
licences  may  apply  for  general  vendor  licences  if  you  wish  to  continue  selling  all 
schedules  of  pesticides.   Holders  of  limited  wholesale  or  retail  class  3  licences  are 
eligible  to  apply  for  limited  vendor  licences  to  continue  selling  Schedule  3.  4  and  6 
pesticides.   If  you  wish  to  sell  Schedule  1 ,  2  and  5  pesticides,  you  can  apply  for  the 
general  vendor  licence. 

Exterminator  licences 

Most  people  (90  per  cent)  holding  a  land,  structural  and/or  water  exterminator's  licence 
will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a  new  licence  over  a  five-year  period  beginning  Oct.  1,  1998, 
as  the  licence  comes  up  for  renewal.  Since  many  of  the  new  categories  are  broader, 
you  may  find  that  you  will  need  only  one  licence.   For  example,  if  you  hold  a  land  class 
1  and  a  land  class  3  licence  you  will  have  the  choice  of  a  landscape  licence  and/or  an 
industrial  vegetation  licence  and/or  a  forestry  licence,  depending  on  the  type  of 
exterminations  you  conduct. 

About  10  per  cent  of  exterminator  licence  holders  will  not  automatically  qualify  for 
equivalent  licences  as  your  licences  do  not  meet  the  new  criteria.   If  this  is  your 
situation,  you  must  complete  certification  and  obtain  a  new  licence  under  the  new 
system.   MOE  intends  to  allow  five  years  (until  Sept.  30,  2003)  to  complete  certification. 
You  will  be  given  detailed  information  concerning  the  renewal  of  your  licence  before  it 
expires. 


Land 

Most  people  holding  land  licences  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a  new  licence  over  a 
five-year  period  beginning  Oct.  1,  1998,  as  licences  are  renewed.   Depending  on 
which  licence(s)  you  hold,  you  may  be  eligible  to  apply  for  one  or  more  new 
licences.   For  example,  if  you  hold  a  land  class  1  licence  you  may,  at  the  time  of 
your  licence  renewal,  apply  for  the  new  industrial  vegetation.   However,  as  this 
licence  is  restricted  to  sites,  such  as  rights-of-way,  roadsides  etc.,  it  may  not  meet 
your  needs.   If  this  is  the  case,  you  may  choose  to  renew  your  land  class  1  licence 
until  Sept.  30,  2003.   Prior  to  this  date  you  should  apply  for  certification  through 
Ridgetown  College  for  the  licence  that  best  suits  your  needs  (i.e.  landscape  or 
forestry). 

If  you  hold  only  one  land  class  licence  (i.e.,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  or  9)  or  a  land  class  10 
endorsed  licence  that  is  not  considered  equivalent  to  a  licence  under  the  new 
system  you  should  apply  for  certification  through  Ridgetown  College  for  the  new 
licence  that  best  fits  your  needs.  You  may  renew  your  current  licence  on  the 
renewal  date  until  Sept.  30,  2003. 

If  you  hold  both  land  class  1  and  3  licences  you  are  considered  qualified  for  a  new 
licence  and  may  apply  for  the  landscape  and/or  industrial  vegetation  and/or  forestry 
licence,  depending  on  your  needs. 

The  following  chart  outlines  the  various  options  for  current  land  exterminator  licence 
holders  under  the  new  system.

Most  people  holding  structural  licences  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  new  licences  over 
a  five-year  period  beginning  Oct.  1,  1998,  as  licences  are  renewed    Depending 
on  which  licence(s)  you  hold,  you  may  be  eligible  to  apply  for  one  or  more  new 
licences.   For  example,  if  you  hold  a  structural  class  1  you  may,  at  the  time  of  your 
licence  renewal,  apply  for  the  new  fumigation-general  licence  and/or  the  structural 
licence  depending  on  your  needs. 

If  you  hold  a  structural  class  4  or  an  endorsed  structural  class  4  you  may  continue 
working  under  your  licence  until  it  expires  (as  long  as  the  person  you  are  assisting 
holds  a  structural  class  3  or  in  the  case  of  a  class  4  endorsed,  the  person  you  are 
assisting  holds  a  class  6  endorsed  or  class  5)  and  be  considered  a  technician.   If 
your  licence  expires  between  Oct.  1,  1998  and  Oct.  1,  2001,  your  licence  expiry 
date  is  automatically  moved  ahead  by  two  years.  When  this  two-year  period  has 
lapsed  you  must  renew  your  technician  status  by  successfully  completing  the 
training  course  approved  by  MOE  for  technicians.  At  any  time  you  may  apply  for 
certification  through  Ridgetown  College  and  obtain  the  licence(s)  that  best  fit  your 
needs. 

If  you  hold  a  structural  class  6  endorsed  licence  that  is  not  considered  equivalent  to 
a  licence  under  the  new  system,  you  may  renew  your  existing  licence  until  Sept.  30, 
2003.   Prior  to  this  date  you  should  apply  for  certification  through  Ridgetown 
College  and  obtain  the  new  licence(s)  that  best  fit  your  needs.

Water 

People  holding  water  licences  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  new  licences  over  a  five- 
year  period  beginning  Oct.  1,  1998,  as  licences  are  renewed.   For  example,  if  you 
hold  a  water  class  1  you  may,  at  the  time  of  your  licence  renewal,  apply  for  a  new 
aquatic  vegetation  licence. 

The  following  chart  outlines  the  various  options  for  current  water  exterminator 
licence  holders  under  the  new  system.

The  Ontario  Pesticide  Training  and  Certification  Program  will  be  administered  by 
Ridgetown  College,  University  of  Guelph.  The  college  will  also  administer  the 
examinations  for  certification.   For  more  information  and  to  register,  call  toll-free  1-888- 
620-9999  or  1-519-674-1576  (non-collect  calls  only). 

When  you  have  successfully  completed  certification  through  Ridgetown  College  you 
must  apply  to  MOE  for  an  exterminator's  licence.   Each  licence  category  costs  $90  and 
is  good  for  five  years. 

Ridgetown  College  will  provide  you  with  the  educational  material  and  schedule  an 
examination  for  a  total  cost  of  $150.  The  two-part  examination  consists  of  a  closed 
book  multiple-choice  exam  based  on  the  core  manual  and  an  open  book  multiple- 
choice  exam  based  on  the  category-specific  module.  You  will  receive  a  letter  of 
successful  completion  from  Ridgetown  College  if  you  obtain  a  passing  grade  of  75  per 
cent  or  greater  on  both  parts  of  the  examination. 

If  you  fail  on  the  first  try  you  can  rewrite  the  examination  within  12  months  for  a  fee  of 
$30.   If  you  pass  the  core  and  the  category-specific  examination  and  want  to  be 
certified  for  an  additional  category  within  12  months  you  will  need  to  pay  an  additional

certification.  We  encourage  you  to  obtain  additional  training  to  help  you  understand  the 
educational  material  provided  for  certification.   Such  training  is  offered  by  community 
colleges,  employers  and  private  education  consultants. 
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Unlicensed  assistants 


The  pest  management  industry  is  developing  a  pesticide  safety  training  program  for 
unlicensed  assistants.  The  course,  which  must  be  approved  by  MOE,  will  emphasize 
basic  health  and  safety  practices  for  pesticide  use. 

A  person  who  is  hired  as  an  assistant  to  a  licensed  exterminator  and  who  has  not 
completed  the  required  training  course  is  described  as  a  trainee.  As  of  Jan.  1,  2000,  a 
trainee  will  require  direct  supervision  at  all  times.   Prior  to  Jan.  1 ,  2000,  a  trainee 
assisting  a  licensed  structural  exterminator  will  require  direct  supervision  at  all  times 
and  a  trainee  assisting  a  licensed  land  or  water  exterminator  will  require  supervision 
through  site  visits  at  least  once  a  day.  A  trainee  Who  has  successfully  completed  the 
course  and  received  practical  training  from  a  licensed  exterminator  is  referred  to  as  a 
technician. 

A  technician  is  supervised  by  a  licensed  land,  structural  or  water  exterminator  based 
upon  weekly  site  visits  and  specific  restrictions  of  duties. 

The  following  tables  outline  the  conditions  under  which  trainees  and  technicians  may 
work,  what  they  may  and  may  not  do,  and  the  supervision  requirements. 


Note:  Operators  or  persons  who  employ  a  trainee  or  a  technician  and  licensed 

exterminators  who  supervise  a  trainee  or  a  technician  are  responsible  for  the 
acts  and  omissions  of  that  person  and  are  liable  under  the  Pesticides  Act  and 
Regulation  914  for  any  misuse  or  misapplication  of  a  pesticide  by  the  trainee 
and/or  technician.
